Look-to the Foundations 


For the first time in the history of 
the United States the population of 
the citiss and towns at present! 
exceeds the rural population. This 
is the interesting but at the same 
time disquieting fact disclosed by 
the recent census of the republic. 
While all the figures have not yet 
been tabulated, examination of the 
returns is sufficiently far advanced to 
warrant the above statement, accord- 
ing to Officials, 

It has, of course, been known for 
a long time that one of the effects 
of the wonderful industrial activity 
brought about in the United States 
by the war was the exodus of people 
to the lLirger centres of population to 
which they were attracted by the 
prevailing high wages and by a de- 
mand for workers which opened to 
energetie and capable men, and wom- 
en, too, eplerfdid opportunitics for a 
rapid advancement. Then, too, thou- 
sands of young men drafted from the 
farm into the army have not return- 
ed to the land upon their discharge 
from military service which, if it did 
not actgally take” them overseas, 
brought them into cantonmehts and 
camps on the outskirts of centres of 
populatioa and introduced them to 
city life. ’ 

The same shifting of population 
is, unfortunately, taking place in Can- 
ada, While it is doubtful if the 
urban pcpulation of the Dominion 
has actually outstripped the rural, as 
in the United States, we are on the 
high road to such a development. 
In the old farming Province of On- 
tario this has already taken place, 
and but for the fact that the three 
prairie provinces are still dominantly 
rural, the figures for ‘Canada might 
easily be similar to those of the 
United States. 

‘Proportionately it is said that 50,- 
000 fewer Canadians are engaged in 
agriculture today than in 1872. Ac- 
cording to a recent speech by the 
- Ontario Minister of Agriculture, 30) 
percent of the population some 48 
years ago lived in towns and 70 per- 
cent in the country. Today the fig- 
ures are almost exactly reversed — 
the 70 percent in Ontario live in the 
towns, 

In a recent article in this column 
the question was asked as to what 
was the explanation, and certain 
views were expressed as to steps that 
might be taken to check this disas- 
trous tendency on the part of young 
people to get away from the land. 
Nothing is to be gained, however, by 
blinking the fact, now generally re- 
cognized and admitted, that the in- 
dustrial advancement of the Domin- 
ion has been encouraged at the ex- 
pense of the agricultural. Country | 
life has not’ been made attractive, 
enough at a time when the attractions | 
of city life have multiplied amazing- 
ly; farming has not been sufficiently 
remuncrative during a period when 
mounting wages coupled with stead- 
ily shorter hours of labor have called 
their appeal from the cities. 

The natural, the inevitable result 
is the increase in the consuming pub- 
lic and the decrease in the number of 
producers. As Hon. Mr. Doherty put 
it: “We have believed that big smoke- 
stacks spell happiness and prosperity 

. But the real solution of all our | * 
troubles is increased agricultural pro- | 
duction.” Who can question this? Ey 

Surveys of the monctary equivalent | 
of the return of the average farmer | 
in the Dominion were récently made | 
showing that the majority were m: ake | 
ing less than $1,000 a year. Thirty | 
eents an hour was the average wage | 
of both a farmer and his wife on a 
100-acre-farm in the year of the arm- 
istice— a figure which the unskilled 
city laborer and charwoman would 
reject with scorn. Necdless to say 
such a return is in itself sufficient to 
explain why the second gencration 
deserts the farm, without giving con- 
sideration to other factors in the 
problem,

The apple cider business is only 
in its infancy, and British Columbia 
up to the present has not taken ad- 
vantage of this business in a big way. 
There arc, to be sure, a number of 
cider mills sc¢attered throughout the 
province but not fiearly enough. 

And not only is cider in demand, 
but other fruit drinks. Loganberries, 
and the juices of other berries make 
palate-tickling drinks, 

Every year in the Fraser Valley 
there must be lost hundreds and hun- 
dreds of dollars’ worth of fruit that 
is too ripe to ship. This could all 

e utilized in making fruit juices. 


The South African Sweet 


A rowarkable, sweet substance, m- 
the leaves of a South African plant 
was brought to notice several years 
ago, and was declared to be 180 times 
as sweet as cane sugar. The matcrial 
has been found to be not a true sugar 
but a glycerine. The plant seems to 
have been difficult to obtain, but the 
U. S. Department of Agriculture has 
succeeded in getting a number of 
ounces of the dricd leaves and a small 
quantity of the seed. The leaves are 
reported to be as swect as saccharin, 
the marvelous coal tar product.

U. §. 1920 Census Will Show a Large 
Increase in Cities and 
Towns 
For the first time in the history 
of the United States, the 1920 census 
returns will show that more persons 
live in the cities and towns than in 


the rural territory, officials of the 
census bureau estimated.

Lays Stress on 
_ Imperial Unity 


Tee ee extended an 
informal welcome to the Empire-wide 
delegation of newspapermen who at+ 
tended the second Imperial press con- 


ference and who are now touring 
Canada. When the two special trains 
reached Winnipeg Sunday morning 
the delegates were greeted by a party 
of officials and local newspapermen, 
the party including Licuténant-Gov- 
ernor Sir James Aikins. 

Dr. Ellis Powell, managing editor 
of the Financial News, London, in- 
terviewed here, in speaking of the 
forcignissues, said: | 

“Canada is British to the core and 
she must be financed in British mon- 
ey so that every influence may be 
British too. I have the warmest ad- 
miration for yourneighbors to the 
south, but their predominance in 
Canadian business is utterly inconsis- 
tent with Imperial issues.” 

Dr. Powell has constantly 
greater co-operation between all na- 
tions in the Empire and is an active 
member of the Council of Empire 
trade and industry. “Among a multi- 
tude of phenomena in Canada one 
stands out in conspicuousness,” con- 
tinued Dr. Powell. ‘It is the neces- 
sity for a far greater inflow of British 
capital, Of course, Britain is at the 
moment reconstructing her industrics 
after the war, and her own internal 
demands for capital are unpreécdent- 
ed in’ volume and urgency. But 
these, in duc course will be satisfied 
and then it will be a matter of su- 
preme-Imperial importance to turn a 
flood of money into Canada. 

“This must be said with greater 
emphasis, because I have found in 
Canada a passionate desire to know 
more of the higher scientific and 
spiritual aspects of empire which now 
is looming’so large on the intellectual 
horizon. I spoke at a banquct in Tor- 
onto about some of these aspects and 
whenever I have an opportunity, as 
we go along, I shall elucidate them 
again. I refer particularly to the con- 
ception of the Empire as an organism 
rather than as a” mere partnership— 
an organism which is animated by a 
real Imperial spirit, using that term in 
no inctaphysical sense, but as the de- 
scription of a real entity in the back- 
ground of the moving panorama of 
political and social development. The 
Canadian plan of yoking the powers 
of Nature to the service of man so 
as to sct him free for the higher evo- 
lution of his own faculties and capac- 
ity, and to give him a consequent 
strength and grasp upon all the im- 
mense possibilities that are before} 
him is the very lfighest form of scien- 
tific Imperialism.” 

Speaking of British financial con- 
ditions, Dr. Powell said: “Britain is 
absolutely impregnable, In spite of 
all the problems arising from the war 
extravagance on the part of the gov- 
ernment, labor troubles and the bur- 
dens of other nations, England today 
is impregnable and is steadily rrow- 
ing stronger.”

Ottawa—aAn Empire chain of wire- 
less stations, free from private mon- 
opoly and positive interference, is the 
idea held out by the Imperial wire- 
less telegraphy committee of the 
British parliament headed by Sir 
Henry Norman, according to the 
changes just received here from the 
Old Country. The report of the 
comuinittee states that by the adoption 
of a plan it puts forward, a series of 
connecting stations can be establish- 
ed and maintained at an initial annual | 
loss of not more than £100,000. This 
sum, the report gocs on to state, will 
secure a system vital in its strategic 
and commercial potentiality.

He asked them to observe ‘the sol- 
emnity of standing” for a minute and 
the delegates unanimously complied 
with his request. 

James H. Thomas, secretary of the 
National Union of Railwaymen, one 
of the principal speakers at the mcet- 
‘ing said, if circumstances demand- 
ed it would be for the whole Labor 
movement to decide upon direct ac- 
tion. 

“Desperate and dangerous as is our 
method,” he continued, “we believe

This change is not the result of any 
change of heart on the part of the 
Mennonites, but comes with the stern 
megsures adopted by the govern- 
ment to compel the Mennonites to 
obey the education law of the prov- 
ince, 

The Premier says that no little 
difficulty has been met with in enforc- 
ing these laws, as many of the set- 
tlers prefer to spend ten days in jail 
rather than pay the insignificant fines 
imposed. \ 


Poland Accepts Hungary’s Help 
London. — Reports from Polish 
sources to the Exchange Telegraph 
Company's Amsterdam correspond- 
ent say Poland has accepted the offer 
of the Hungarian ‘government to send 
a few regiments to participate in the 
war against the Bolsheviki. 
Hungary, it is said, is disposed to 
send some 10,000 soldiers and war 
munitions and material, and to place 
the Hungarian Red Cross at Poland's 
disposal. 
Influx of American Settlers 
Winnipeg.—Revival of a heavy in- 
flux of settlers from the United States 
to take Western Canada farm lands 
is indicated by the arrivals of the 
past two wecks, Canadian National 
Railway officials report. Indications 
point to a record settler-immigration 
from that country in the next two 
months, according to John Wardrop, 
of the Canadian National railways.

Hitherto some doubt has exist- 
ed in the minds of growers if such a 
condition which was imposed by a 
recent amendment to the Food and 
Drugs Act would be insisted upon. 
Pending a determination, however, of 
whether the quantity of the contents 
must be marked on small open con- 
tainers inclosed within crates no ac- 
tion will be taken by the department 
if the containers are not marked.

Greek Premier is Wounded 


Shooting Occurred When Premier

was attacked and wounded as he 
was leaving the Lyon railroad sta- 
tion for Nice.

Eight shots were fired at the 
Premier.

Premier Venizelos was 
taking leave of his friends when two 
swarthy itidividuals rushed from the 
crowd, one firing three shots and 
the other five before they were 
overpowered. The premier was re- 
ported to have been shot in the 
right side and the left arm. Tis 
assailants, following their arrest, 
were rescued from the crowds by 
police with great difficulty, the mob 
shouting “Lynch them.” Both of 
the men were seriously manhandlcd.

Among the natural resources ‘of 
Canada agricultural land is by far 
the most important, the value of 
field crops alone being four times as 
great in 1919 as that of all other raw 

‘oducts of mines, fisheries and for- 
ests combined. 

Canada has a Jand area of 2,306,- 
502,400 acres, but obviously much of 
this is not adapted for cultivation, 
Without taking into consideration 
forest or swamp land, much of which 
will ultimately be tilled, nor of un- 
explored northern areas,’ there re- 
mains at least 300,000,000 acres avail- 
able for agricultural development. 

Only about one-sixth of these 300 
inillion acres are under ciltivation, 
and 250 million are still unimproved. 
lt is estimated that there are in Can- 
ada about 180 million acres of agri- 
cultural land in private ownership 
with a rural population of four and a 
half millions; in other words, not 
taking in account mining, fumbering, 
fishing, domestic duties and other 
activities, each Canadian man, wom- 
an and child living outside of a town 
may on the average be assumed to be 
farming forty acres. In northern 
Europe the rural population on the 
saine ‘basis, but with far less wide- 
spread population is attending to 4% 
acres per head, 

To utilize the agricultural land 
and thus widen the “basis factor of 
Canada’s production is, then, all im- 
portant, for it is on this that the de- 
velopment’of the other natural re- 
Bources depend. The day of the free 
homestead within easy reach of a 
railway is rapidly becoming a thing 
of.the past, and means other than 


free grants must be looked to for 
tural development. 


Lieut. Flora Sandes 


Fought With Serbian Army Until 
November, 1916 


Miss Flora Sandes, licutenant Flora 
Sandes of the Serbian army, is visit- 
ing Australia to interest the Com- 
monwealth in measures for the ameli- 
oration of the country.she served-on 
the battlefield. 

Miss Sandes went to Serbia with 
a party of V..A. D.’'s in August, .1914; 
A year later she joined the Serbian 
Army, and fought in every battle un- 
til November, 1916, when she receiv- 
ed 24 wounds and was left on the 
field of battle. She was rescued and 
after six months rejoined the army 

Gad took part in the last victorious 
offensive. 

Lieutenant Sandes hold a commis-

The average man, walking: briskly, 
travels at about four miles per hour.

Moving at four miles per hour, 
he is travelling at 5.8 feet per second, 
and the resistance opposed to his for- 
ward motion by the air, assuming it 
to be still, is just about 44 pound. In 
other words he is continually pushing

<A If the same man walking four miles 
per hour were facing a gale blowing 
25 miles per hour, the relative veloc- 
ity of the wind would be 30 miles 
per hour, and the man would be 
walking against a pressure of over 
26 pounds.

Irrigation From the Bow River Has 
Transformed Semi-Barren 
Country 

The Swedish Colony, on the Bow 
Slope, some 30 miles’ southwes! of 
Brooks, Alberta, is«distinguishing it- 
self in the hist6¢y of “Canadian irri- 
gation, 
years since the first of these settlers 
came to the district, a tract of coun- 
try containing seventy-two square 
niles is now almost completely set- 
tled. On approaching the settlement 
the traveller is surprised to sce how 
the irrigation water from. the Bow 
River has transformed the earlier se- 
mi-barren country into. a veritable 
oasis with beautiful fields of flax, 
wheat and oats. Cosy-looking white | 
painted houses, surrounded with oe 
merous little canals give the stranger 
an impression of a Dutch village, Th 
crop situation within the colony i 
very promising. A large amount of 
flax is being raised this year on new 
breaking, while wheat and oats are 
predominant crops on the farms of 
the older settlers. The soil is of the 
highest quality and very productive. 
Ina talk with a wealthy farmer from 
Iowa, the latter said the soil here, 
when properly worked up should be 
capable of producing an average of 
fifty bushels of wheat to the «ere. 
Speaking from twenty-one years’ ex- 
perience in U.S.A. irrigation districts, 
he regarded the land as the best 
wheat growing soil he had ever seen. 

About three times as much land as 
last year is under cultivation this 
season and the crop is looking even 
better than last year when in one 
instance as much as cighteen bushels 
of flax was harvested on the: Bow 
Slope. The settlers are 95 percent 
Swedish Americans from Minnesota, 
lowa,~Washington and Dakota prin- 
cipally. The remaining five percent 
are Norwegians and Danes. They 
are all characterized as first class far- 
mers, hard working and industrious. 
Improved farms are already high in 
value and hardly any are offered for 
sale. There are farmers within the | 
district who would not sell their land | 
at a price of $200 an acre, so confi- 
dent are they of the future of their 
seltlement.

Feeding Chicks 


Methods Have Changed Considerably 
And, Breeders-Should Be 
Up-to-Date 
Brooding methods have undergone 
considerable changes of late, lor 
small flocks the portable hover is un- 
donbtedly the most satisfactory, but 
even with comparatively large flocks 
some are now using stove brooders 
The advantage of these stoves is that 
ti they can brood. large. flocks at a 
comparatively small cost. The pipe 
brooder was the system that was 
formerly used on large plants and is 
still quite largely employed. It gives 
excellent satisfaction but is so ex- 
pensive to install that the stove 

brooders are largely supplanting it. 

These stove brooders can be used 
in an ordinary colony house, thus 
avoiding the necessity of a special 
brooder house. They are made in 
different sizes and will accommodate 
either large or small flocks, Five 
hundred chicks can be attended in a 
colony house with almost as little 
labor as 50 in a small brooder and 
the additional cost is comparatively 
low. 

When the chicks are removed from 
the incubator care shouldbe taken 
to avoid chilling them. The brooder 
should be so heated that they will 
be able to get a temperature of a 100 
| degrees>~ 

If the hovers are heated to 90 or 
195 degrees before the chicks are put 
in them the heat generated by the 
chicks will bring it up to the desired 
temperature. The idea is to give the j 
chicks as low-a temperature as is] 
consistent with their comfort. The 
temperature should be gradually re- 
duced, but never so quickly as to 
cause any discomfort to the chicks.- 

With the broeder stoves the chicks 
can select their own temperature, If 
they want a little mare heat they 
can get a little closer to the stove, 
if they get too warm they can spread 
out a tittle more.

Milk and Butter 
Are Necessary 


|British Are Not 


Buying Luxuries

Butter Contains A Fat Compound] Report Shows People More Careful 


Which. is Necessary For 
Wealth and Growth 

Let us not bé argued out of the 
iden of using butter on the table as 
a food. In these days of the high 
cost of living there is a tendency on 
the part of some to eliminate expen- 
sive urticles of dict from the daily 
menu. But let us keep butter on the 
list, as one of the essential luxurics. 
Even though At is 80c a pound, At 
all events, if we must economize on 
butter let us not cut milk out of our 
dict entirely. 

Here are some of the arguments 
in favor of not cutting butter or 
gnilksat least, out of the diet, arrang- 
ed by Otto Benell of the Colorado 
Agricultural College. It has been 
found by repeated experiments that 
milk in one form or other contains 
a substance which is not obtainable 
This substance 


in the vegetable fats. 
wanting a better name has been call- 
ed Fat Soluble A. There is in veg- 
etable fats a substance called Water 
Soluble B. The two are called vita- 
mines of harmonies. It has been fur- 
ther demonstrated that Fat Soluble 
A is absolutely essential to the grow- 
ing body, in man as well as in ani- 
mals. A subject not receiving Fat; 
Soluble A loses in weight and has a| 
rapidly decreasing growth cure, even 
while recciving Water Soluble B. 
Upon restoring to the diet Fat Solu- 
ble A, the subject at once begins to 
show signs of improvement, gains in 
weight rapidly and shows an upward 


moving growth curye. 

Of the two substance, butter and 
oleomargarine, the former is the 
purely animal fat, while the latter is | 
a mixture of very little animal fat) 
and a preponderence of vegetable!

In an editorial headed “The Test’ 
the New-York Tribune says:- 

“For assisting the Ukrainian nat- 
ionalists, under the heel of Bolshevist 
imperialists who would reestablish 
the frontiers of Tzaristic “Russia, 
Poland has been attacked in over- 
whelming force. Poles hear again 
the swish of the Russian knout. 

“What is this country doing? The 
peace of the world is obviously in 
peril, Western democracy is again 
threatencd. The ducl is once more 
on, Are we going to march against 
gigantic wrong or are we not? 

“If we are not, those who are sat- 
isfied with a policy of aloofness may 
say many things in self-justification, 
but not so those who boast of strict 
adherence to the principle of a league 
to enforce peace. 

“Many advertise intense interest in 
a league to enforce peace. But they 
hold to their lips a bugle they do not 
blow. They applaud the sermon, but 
do not apply its doctrines. We say 
by acts, always more significant than 
words, that culogy of the league idea 
is merely rhetorical exercise, Neither 
from Washington nor from Dawton 
nor from Marion has come any sum- 
mons for the nation to gird itself. The 
idealist has visualized this country as 
a knight errant ready to spring to a 
rescue. But the knight now.sleeps. 

“For a failure to make performance 
equal profession we are not blaming 
any one. But let us face the facts 
man-fashion and temper to some ex- 
tent the fury of our protestations of 
undying, supreme allegiance to a no- 
Ble principle we do not follow.”

Nature Helps to Kull Insects 


Naturalists Discovered That Each 
Insect Has Particular 
Enemy 

‘Australia is to receive from us a 
consignment of a certain sort of fly 
which is the natural enemy of the 
blowfly or bluebottle, The bluebottle 
has become a fearful pest in Australia 
simply because it has no enemies in 
that country, and in 1917 was respon: 
sible for the destruction of three mil- 
lion pounds’ worth of sheep. 

If a sheep gets a cut or sore, the 
blowfly lays its eggs on the raw spot, 
and when these hatch the grubs lit- 
erally cat the unfortunate creature. 

Similar experiments have been 
tried before in the way of exterminat- 
ing man’s insect enemies, and with 
great’ success. Some years ago the 
Australian scale insect was accident- 
ly inported into California. It at 
once fastened on the orange trees, 
and the destruction was fearful. It 
looked as if the orange groves of 
California were doomed, for all the 
washes and insecticides proved use- 
less to stay the plague. 

After a while, orange growers, in 
despair, sent a party of naturalists 
to Australia to investigate. They 
found that in Australia the scale in-| 
sect was kept down by the cardinal 
ladybird, They collected a hundred 
of these and brought them alive to 
California. From these they bred 
ten thousand, and the next spring 


| turned them loose in the orange dis- 
/ 


trict. 

Scale disappeared like magic, and 
thousands of trees which had been 
covered with a white leprous growth 
of scale, suddenly assumed new life. 
—Pearson’s Weekly.

‘in presenting the statue of Lincoln 
to Great Britain, that the identical 
fundamental conceptions in both 
countries would make it impossible 
that they should be on opposite sides 
in any great world emergency. One 
who gained his knowledge of the 
United States from the newspapers, 
or the fulminations of political cam- 
paigns might easily be led to believe 
that the country was seething with 
hatred of Great Britain and the Brit- 
ish. The native American knows bet- 
ter. He is well aware that apart 
from the hostility and bitterness ag- 
ainst Britain which has been imnport- 
ed from abroad, there is not only no 
feeling of animosity in the republic 
for the great kindred nation, but the 
common conceptions of justice and 
liberty, as Mr, Root well puts it, 
bring them more closely together 
than it would be possible with any 
other country. Differences, of course 
are bound to occur from time to time. 
It could not be otherwise where in- 
terests. so vast are competing, but 
these are merely surface disturban- 
ces. The great undercurrents of Brit- 
igh and American nationality neither 
cross nor conflict, and so long as 
both countries are true to their eém- 
mon ideal of liberty and justice so 
long will there be-an alliance between 
them, no less strong and binding be- 
cause it is not expressed by form or 
conyention.—Vancouver Province.
